Whereas, by an Att of Parliamens 
made in the firit yeere of our Ratene, there is among # other 
things granted vnto vs a Subſidte called Poundage, that is to 
ſay,of all manner of 2004s and Merchandizes, of euery Mer- 
chant, Denizon, and Alien whatſoener he be, carried or to 
becarried out of this our Realme of England, or brouzht, or 
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to be brought into the ſame, by wayof Marchandize of the 
walue of euery twentie ſhillings of the ſame goods and May- 
chandizes twelue pence, and ſo after the rate,except all man. 
ner of woollen cloth madeor wrought, or :hat ſhall be mage or 
wroveht within this our Realme,or by entry or any Marchant, 
Denizon, and not borne Alien, carried or to be carried out of 
this our ſaid Realme—. And all manner of woolles,woolſelles, 
and hides, and backs of leather, alſo carried or to be carried 
ont of this our Realme_. And all Wines, and all manner 
of freſh fiſh,and Beitiallcomming, or that ts, or ſhall come in- 
to this onr Realme : as in the ſame Act amongit other things 
at large ts contained. And whereas our late deare Siftey 
Queene M ar v,hauing the like Poundage or Subſidie grauns 
ted unto hey by a Statute made in the firit yeare of her Rajgne, 
and conſidering that the ſame Poundaze or Subſidie was 
grannted vnto her for the defence of her Realme, and the ſafe- 
gard of her Seas for intercourſe of Marchanaizes ſafely to 
come in, and paſſe out if the ſame». CAnd therefore thin- 
king it expedient that ſhe ſhould be duely anſwered thereof, 
towards ihe maintenance of ber ſaid charges, did therefore 
cauſe the prices and values of diners 200ds and Marchandizes 
lable to the paiment of the ſaid Subſidie or Ponndage, to be 
inquired and examined, and did after cauſe the ſaid good; 
and Marchandizes, with their values and prices to bee emtred 
and expreſſed in a Booke, ſealed with the great Seale of Eng- 
land, and Sizncdwith the hand of our ſaid Sitter and remai- 
ning in our Court of Exchequer.

And whereas 
we are credibly ginen 10 vnderſland,that diners of the Gooad's, 
Wares, Marchandizes and Commodities valued and priced 
in the ſaid Broke, are therein valued and priced at under 14- 
lues to our great loſſe and hindrance : and that diners of the» 
ſaid Goods, Marchandizes and Ccmmoalties, are rated at too 
bigh and dere a rate, to the great preinaice and burthen of 
the ſaid Marchanits, a3 well Subictts as Strangers. And that 
diners Goods, Wares, and Marchandizes, b:th of thoſe that 
are brought into this Realme,and of thoſe that are tranſported 
and carried forth of the ſame, are not at all valued, priced or 
mentioned in the ſaid Booke : whereby the ſaid Subſidie or 
Poundaze,hath huherto been rated onely by the oathes of them 
towhom the ſaid Goods, Wares, and Marchandizes did be- 
long. We let you wit,that for reformation thereof,and tothe

ners in that behalſe aſened hane mage unto vs : We hane_- 
cauſed all the Goods ana Marchandizes charzeat le, to and 
A 3 with ; 
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- with the ſaid Subſidie, being either brought in, or tranſported 
out of this Realme,together with the ſeuerall kindes, qualities, 
numbers waizhts, meaſures and contents of the ſame, and the 
values, prices and rates thereof, found and certified to be rea- 
ſonable and indifferent for the purpoſe aforeſaid, by our Com- 

miſcioners in this behalfe aſfigned, to be particularly entred 
and expreſſed in this preſent Booke, containing im leaues writ- 
ten on both (ides, thirtie and ſeuen, to the intent we may be 
infly anſwered of the ſaid Subſidies or Poundage, according 
zo the tenox of the Act of Parliament afore mentioned, And 
whereas alſe 8ur ſaid late deave Siter, Qurene M ary, fin-

tinuance, Wherefore our pleaſure and communndement ts, 
that all our Cuſlomers or Collettors of Cuſlomes 6r Subſidies 
within any Port, Hauen,or Creeke,of this our Realme 0 Eng« 
land, and dominion of Wales, for the time being, ſhall frem 
and immediatly after notice tothem ginen of this onr pleaſure, 
leauie and take wp to our wſe the ſaid Subſidie or Poundage of 
twelue pence pon the pound, and our Cuſtome and Subſidi1e> 
for the Clothes, Kerſeys,and other _ according 10 the 
prices, values, and rates , mentioned and expreſſed in this 
Booke, and not otherwiſe, as they andenery of them will an- 
ſwere onto vs for the contraxie at their perils. Willing further 
and commanunding the Treaſurer and Barons of our Exche- 
queer, and the Comptrollers and Surueyours for the time be- 
ine,within any our Hauen, Port,or Creeke of this our Realme, 
and enery of them to charge the (aid Colleflors and Cuſtomers, 
andeuery of them to ſee Vs dutly anſwered of the Cuſtom:es and 
Subſidies aforeſaid, according to the values, prices, and rates 
mentioned in this Booke, and none otherwiſe. Pronided al 
wates , and our will is, that if at any time hereafter it ſhall 
plainely appeare onto our Treaſurer ani Barons of our (cid 
Court for the time being, that the Rate, value, kinde, name, 
leneth, or content of any Wares or MerchandaiFes mentioned 
in this Booke,be miſwritten or miſtaken in the ſaid Book, con- 
trarietothe truth andour very meaning ; then they may aud 
ſhall reforme the ſame according to the truth and true mea- 
ning by vertue hereof.

and conſiderations in the ſaid Letters Patents expreſſed, and for 
diaers other 2104 canſes to vs and our Counſel! well knowne : We 
did for vs, our heires and ſucceſſors, appoint, ozdaine, and com- 
mand,that from and af'er the nine and twentieth day of Septem- 
ber then next enſuing after the que of the [ai4 Letters Patents, 
there ſhoul4 be lemed, taken, and receined, by way of Impoſition 
then newly ſet,on'r and beſides the Cuſtomes, Swbſidies,and other 
duties formerly due and payable unto vs, vpon all mirchin ices 
of whatſoener kinde, nature or quealitie, which fram and after the 
ſaid nine and twomierh 4ay of Sertember,tha1l4either be brought 
from any parts beyond the ſeas ini9 this wur Reaime of Engla nd,

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dominion of Wales,and Port or towne of Barwick, or into any of 
them, or which ſhould be tranſported and carried foorth of this 
our Realme of England, dominion of Wales, and towne or Port 
of Barwick, or ont of any of them, to any forraigne parts, by any 
perſon or perſons whatſoener as well our natural! borne ſu bieets, as 
Denizons and ſlranzers, equally ſo much for theſaid new Impoſi- 
tion, as had been ſormerly.anſwered and paid vntowvs, for Subſj.

Barly, Mault, Oates, Beanes, Peaſe, Butter, Cheeſe Lings, 
Codhfiſh, Colfiſh, Herrings, Sprots, Hadocks, Newland- 
fiſh,all ſort of Salts,and all ſorts of fowles) or which concerne 
matter of Munition neceſſarie for the defence and maintenance of 
_ kingdomes (as Cables, Hallers, and all ſorts of Cordage, 
ny nch, Tine, Trains oylec, Pipe boards.Barrell 
A q ues, Pikes, Halberds, Muskets, Calliuers, 
: ,Curats, Head-pceces, Murrians, Harneſle plates, 
ames Eepch-boncy; March, Guapowder Sckpene, Hor- 
es and Mares) or ſach as were paſſable commodities, which ſerue 
for maintenance of trade and Nauieation, beins archandi 
not vſnall 1hi bs on 
ſally vented and (þent within the kingdome, but brought in 
with Parpſe to be tranſported out azaine (as Wax C ... 
Muſcouie hides, and Tallow, Barbaric hi Franca 
end parry low, Barbarie hides, Guinia and 
Gr the or apy oate skinnes)or ſuch Marchandizes as ſerne 
or ng the people of our kingdome on worke (as Cotton

uer in bullion or plate, and all forts of Iewels and Pearles) 
or ſach Marchandizes 4s were ouervalned in our booke of Rates 
for Subſidie, (as Levant Taffaties, China Taffaties, China 
Sattens,Gold and Siluerthreed, Buſtians, Brizell Ticks, vn- 
watred Chamblets, Dozen Corke, Bomeſpars, Cantſpars, 
Caprauens, Barlings, Firpoles, Firbaulkes, Neſt-boxes, 
blacke Conyskinnes, Haire-buttons, greene Copperas,O- 
kerand red earth. 

Yet notwithſtanding all our ſaid care, (by reaſon of the gene. 
rall and large extent of ſome woras in cur ſaid Letters Patents) 
ſome commoiities were made liable to the ſaid Impoſitions, which 
were found to be very inconuenient and burthenſom?, in regard 
wherecf, diners of our Subjetts became petitioncrs, to hanz them 
freed from paiment of the ſaid Impoſitions. Now to the end that it 
may appeare how readie we hane been, and ener will be,not only to 
hearken to the complaints of our louing Subietts, but alſo to gine 
them ſuch ſatisfaction, as ſhall be anſwerable to their reaſonable 
and inſt requeſts : We haue therefore by ſundrie of our priuie 
Seales heretofore directed wnto you, not only abated the Impoſi- 
$ions pon diners commodities tmported, (which were thought to 
be charged onuer high) (as Vitterie Canuas, Muſcauados Su- 
ger, and all ſorts of Reifins ; ) but alſo cleerely acquited and 
freed diners other commodities both imported and exported, 
(which were theuzht wnfit to be charged,) from paiment of any 
manner of the Impoſitions,which by our ſaid Letters Patents were 
laid wpon them, as all ſorts of Deale-boards , Clapboards, 
rough Flax, Rice, Iron, Iriſh yearne, and Genena Veluets, 
(being Marchandizes imported) And likewiſe all ſorts of graine, 
(when it may lawfully be tranſported) and all the Manufactures 
of this king dome, (excepting only Bayes and Peyter)being Mar- 
chandizes exported. 

And although we haue thus farre zinen way wnto their deſires, 
and yeelded ro their requeſt ; yet ſome of thoſe whom reaſon cannot 
ſatisfie,ave apt to continue their complaints for further fanour and 
eaſe in this matter. That it may further appeare that none ſhall be 
wore readie to diſcouer any inconuenience then wee will be to re- 
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orme it, or to make any humble or honeft complaint then wee i® 
heare and eaſe them , we are pleaſed, and doe by theſe preſents for 
ws,our heires and ſucceſſors,will and command that from and af- 
ter the feat of $.Michael the Archangel now next enſuing the 
dat bereof,no manner of Impoſitions ſhall be required or paid by 
force of the Letters Patents before mentioned,vpon any Marchan- 
dizes which ſhall be ſhipped and tranſported out of this our king- 
dome,of what kinde or nature (eeutr, excepting only upon Bayes, 
Lead, Tinne and Pewter: and of Bayes alſo, we haue (by our 
priuie Seale alreadie directed wnto you ) ginen order that the 
ſingle Bayes of Barſtable in our Countre of Deuon, ſhall be like- 
wiſe freed from paiment of any Impo#t, and ſo onr pleaſure is they 
ſhall land. But concerning the Marchand'izes which are brought 
into this our k:nodome, foraſmuch as they arc of diners kindes and 
natures, ſome being manufattures of other nations,which if they 
were brought in vuwroaght in their ſimple matertals,the people of 
our kingdome might thereby be ſet on worke, others being ſuch 
Mar chandiies as are rather tending to (yperfiunne, then for the 
neceſſarie v/e of our ſubiects, or any wates for the inriching of our 
kingdomes : and others are ſo much underualuedin onr Rates for 
Subſtdie,as we are thereby much ſhortned of that which t aue on- 
to vs by our lawes : Therefore although wee hane been pleaſed to 
acquit and free all the aforementioned commodities Inwards aud 
Outwards,as aforeſaid : and are now alſo farther reſolued to abate 
and leſſen the Impiſitions of ſome commodities and 10 acquit and 
free duaers other commodities Inwards; yet are wee neither ſo ims 
prouigent of the good eſtate of our ſubictls, nox ſo mſenſible of our 
owne loſſe, 4s to free all the commodities of theſe kindes and na- 
tures from paiment of the Im} oſitions alreadie ſet and impoſed 
yponthem. For, ifit be agreegble 11 the rule of natare topreferre 
our owne people before ſtrangers, then is it much more reaſonable 
that the manufattures of other nations ſhould be charged with im- 
poſitions,then that the people of our owne kingdome ſhould not be 
ſet on worke,and that vaine, unprofitable and nneceſſarie Mar- 
clandizes ſhould by immpo(ittons be tept out of arr kingdome,then 
that the good,ſubſtantiall epd ſtable. commodities of onr owne na« 
{ion ſbould be ginen for them, whereby our people are much deceis 
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wd,and our conntrey more impoueriſhed. And concerning the 
MarchandiFes undernalued (of which kinde are the moſt of them 
that ſhall remaine charged) it likewiſe behones vs(in regard of our 
neceſſities and great occaſions ) to take care that wee be not ouer- 
much wronged of that which is cur due. | 
Therefore our will and pleaſure ts, and we doe by theſe preſents 
ue authoritie and power ,andalſocharge and command you,that 
forthwith pon the receipt hereof you gine order, direttion and 
crommandement that our booke of Rates for our Cuſtomes, Subſi- 
dies and Impoſitions be preſently reprinted: And that in the ſaid 
booke of Rates Inward theſe MarchandiFes here expreſſed doe (fill 
remaine and ſtand charged with the Impoſitions, which by our 
aforeſaid Letters Patents were (et vpon them, viz. Cloth of gold

We 
are therefore alſo pl:aſed,and doe, for vs,our heires and ſucceſſors, 
tharze and command, that f om and after the ſaid feaſt of $.Mi- 
chael the Archangel next enſume all our power, commandement 
and authoritie by onr ſaid Letters Patents ginen and granted for 
the lenying of the ſaid Impoſition of tenne ſhillings upon enerie 
hundred waizht of the ſaid decerncable dying woods, aforenamed, 
ſhall be by vertne hereof reuoked and recalled,and the ſaid Impo- 
ſition formerly ſet pon the ſame wholly and abſolutely releaſed
